AGENTS  WANTED  KYUI W MERE. 


It  was  in  tbe  month  oi  June,  the  second 
year  of  the  war,  our  brave  fellows  had 
met  with  disaster.  On  all  sidea,  wherever 
one  looked,  he  anw  nothing  to  encourage 
him.  All  was  dark  and  uncertain — sick 
ness  writs  decimating  oar  troops  before 
Vicksburg,  we  knew  not  where  to  look  for 
aid.  England  was  building  ships  lor  our 
t-uemics,  there  were  rumors  of  our  large 
cities  being  threatened,  numerous  attempt* 
to'  burn  thc.n  bad  been  made,  there  was 
JisnflTcction  in  our  midst,  we  kuew  not  who 
to  trust,  the  great  battiest  Gettysburg  wm 
about  taking  place,  'he  re-alt  of  which, 
bad  it  l>een  d.*a.-urotts  to  as,  could  never 
Iw  recovered  from.  Our  Frontier  w  s  in  a 
very  precarious  state.  I  was  stationed 
near  the  bordi rof  the  Western  Frontier  in 
the  rtate  of  Miseouri;  there  had  been  seve 
ral  severe  skirmishes  on  it*  immediate 
border  and  we  trad  been  beaten  in  one  in¬ 
dance,  owing  to  the  treachery  of  our  spies, 

I  was  ordered  to  proceed  there  and  pay 
off  the  army  which  was  sadly  in  need  of 
lunds,  having  been  kept  on  promises  for 
the  last  lour  montha.  I  had  a  very  large 
•utn  of  money  to  pay  and  deemed  it  advi 
sable  to  double  my  escort.  I  accordingly 
made  a  requisition  for  one  hundred  picked 
men  from  tbe  different  regiments  sUtionea 
at  tbe  Oi<rri*on.  My  sa|terviaion  extend 
d  to  the  horses  also.  1  looked  to  the  fit 
ting  up  of  my  ambulance,  and  provided 
tnyeelf  with  sponge*  and  alcohol  to  satu 
rate  and  burn  my  package*  of  greenbacks 
iu  case  of  a  probability  of  capture.  At 
length  all  arrangements  were  perfected 
end  my  clerk  and  I  took  our  departure 
from  the  garrison  on  one  of  thoee  lovely 
mornings.  We  were  sandwiched  between 
the  front  and  rear  guard  of  onr  escort  and 
pn-arntod  an  impnsiog  toot  ensemble,  as 
onr  long  train  of  boraea  defiled  through 
winding  roads,  up  the  ravines  and  over  the 
Irrautiful  Prairies  now  blooming  in  nil  their 
luxuriance  of  flowers,  their  polished  trap- 
piogs  gleaming  in  the  sun.  We  bad  not  pro 
cceded  very  far  when  we  were  overtaken 
by  a  messenger  from  the  commanding 
General  requesting  me  to  return  and  take 
with  me  i  young  lady  to  the  Frontier  and 
m  her  through  to  the  Rebel  linen  to 
meet  her  frineda  I  wUI  confess  to  being 
taken  by  surprise  in  this  metier.  Suppose 
she  were  s  spy  t  Of  th*  contrary  1 
convinced  by  the  General  to  my  then 
thorough  satisfaction,  end  after  much  de¬ 
liberation  she  was  allowed  to  share  a 
with  as.  She  proved  a  very  agreeable  ad¬ 
dition  to  onr  company,  her  brig  .t  oonnte 
nanen  and  agreeable  manner*  won  npm 
8b«  had  brrn  allowed  to  eater  our  liars 
for  noma  good  reason  whirl,  was  found  to 
bn  talkfactory  to  th*  Commanding  Orn- 
crnl.  Hothiag  of  portico  tor  iatare*4  oc- 
rumwd  tbe  first  day  w*  ware  out.  Th* 


the  over  hanging  breaches,  on  again 
starting  out  and  crossing  through  thu 
middle  of  ■  prairie  which  was  skirted  by 
heavy  timber,  we  asw  n  party  of  guerillas 
gliding  iu  end  out  through  the  trees,  who 
were  trying  to  escape  our  observation,  be¬ 
ing  evidently  tekuu  by  surprise.  We  did 
not  think  it  best  to  disturb  them  end  they 
quickly  disappeared,  seeing  we  were  too 
well  armed  to  attack  us.
